MONSIGNOR CAPEL. 
Monsignor Capel’a argument briefly was 


1. The Catholic Church maintains that 
man is endowed with intellect to know tiuth 
with will to do good, He is gifted with rea- 
son, which, among its other capabilities and 
by its own power and light, can know of the 
existence of God,of the immortality of man’s 
soul and of man’s respousible dependence 
on God. This constitutes, in other words, 
natural religion, and rests for its basis on 
the intelligence and discursive power of the 
human soul. 


2. The Catholic Church holds that besides 
this natural knowledge concerning God, 
man's destiny and man's respunsibility, 
there is another more extensive knuwledge 
concerning God and man. This revelation 
differs essentially from natural religion, in- 
asmuch as it is no product of scientific re- 
search, but it is imparted by God. It rests 
not on the capability of reason, but on the 
veracity aud goodness of God. By such rev- 
elution the mind is confirmed in its own 
supernatural knowledge, and is turther en- 
riched by traths concerning God and man, to 
which reason. by itself couid never have at- 
tained. This revelation began with the 
promise of a redeemer and ended with 
the ascension of Christ. All dogmas 
since formulated by the church are 
but explicit declarations of the several 
truths contained in revelation. We hoid 
that such revelation is embodied in certai 
inspired writings and traditions. It is o 
grave import that we bear in mind that the 
Catholic Church in speaking of God mani- 
fested by reason and by revelation, is speak- 
ing of a self-existing person, a being really 
and essentially distinct from the world, in- 
finite in intelligence and will and in ail per- 
fections. This personal God creating all 
men to be saved, desiring the salvation of 
all, and putting within the reach of ail the 
necessary heip for such salvation. 

3. The church holds that between reason 
and revelation there can never beany real 
discrepancy, since the same God who gave 
the one gave the other. Here it is import- 
ant to rewember the gulf separating the 
facts in nature from the scientific theories 
advanced by men. The latter are oftentimes, 
from insufficiency of observation, or rather 
cause, crude, inaccurate or false, To such 
theories this statement does nut refer. We 
insist that between the facts and laws in 
nature, known by reason, and the doctrines 
of revelation there is not. and never can be, 
antagonism. Consequentiy that reason 
must be the gainer in strength and direction 
by this new manifestation of God's mird. 

4. Lhe dimness of man’s knowledge about 
his creator, the weakness of man’s moral 
nature, the respons. bility of man to God, and 
the goodneas and justice of m n’s maker not 
only rendered revelation possible, but also 
necessary. ‘The Catholic Church bo.ds, that 
revelation beiog made, there is the need of 
an authoritative teacher and guardian of It, 
so that in ail tines, for ali persons, and un- 
der all circumstances, the individual may 
kno teachings of God. ‘This implies in- 
fallibié or divine authority to be exercised, 
though it may be through weak, sin- 
ful, fallible agents. The commission, 
not the indtvidul, is to be looked at. Reason 
bas the right to examine the. ciedentiais of 
such commission, but being convinced that 
the commission is genuine, and has eman- 
ated from God, Who cannot deceive nor be 
deceived, reason has but one duty--to accept 
the message, though it may be beyond the 
ken of intellect.

THE GAS QUESTION. 
The passage of the Water Gas Bill through 
the Council last night is simply an outrage. 
The gas question was not even alluded to, 
except in condemnation of the tripartite 
agreement at the election when these Coun- 
ellmen were chosen. The people have had 
no more voice in the matter than if they 
were subjects of the Czar of Russia. 
The old company goes out of existence in 
1890 and the city then falls heir to its prop- 
erty and rights, and this bill expressly au- 
thorizes the new company to buy all its 
works, give it new life and cut out the city 
for twenty years tocome, During that long 
time the gas companies, if this bill becomes 
an ordinance, will have it ali their own way, 
and the people know but too well what that 
way will de. The bill does not even purport 
to lower the present price of gas in the La- 
clede district, and its advocates do not claim 
that it can possibly affect it in the St. Louis 
district for six years to come, while the 
Councilmen themselves admit that it gives 
the Water Gas Company the rig ht 
to buy up the old company in 
1890, and in that way extend its life 
for twenty years and thus defy the city, 
There is no use wasting breath about 
getting revenues from gas to improve our 
streets or parks, or the city’s ever becoming 
the owner of the ghs works. All that is set- 
tled by this bill. 2 all public spirit fled 
from St. Louis? Those very Councilmen 
have passed ordinances taxing real estate 
two millions for granite streets which the 
public faith was pledged to let remain 
undisturbed and permanent. They are en- 
gaged now in passing other granite pavement 
ordinances. This immense tax has brought 
no increased rents to those who are burdened 
with it. Theexcuse for its levy was to 
adorn, cleanse and improve the city by 
splendid, permanent and smooth streets, 
which were to remain undisturbed. And 
yet, before the work is done, a gas company 
composed wholly of strangers from the East, 
with no ties or interest in the welfare of the 
city, with a total outlay of $80,000 and capi- 
tal stock and bonds of $2,000,000, are voted a 
franchise worth more than $1,000,000 to the 
city, and the right is given to it 
—a private corporation—to deface and tear 
up, wuen and as often as it pleases, every 
granite street made, or to be made, in the 
whole city. This is done by men who ob- 
tained their seats in the Council by loud 
mouthed protests against the wanton grant 
of franchises belonging to the city. One 
of the most remarkable features in the 
bad business is the surprising claim of tha 
supporters of the bill, and notably Mr. 
ROWSk, whose reputation needs no comment, 
that while the bill could not possibly affect 
the old St. Louis Company until 1899, it 
‘would be a great affliction to it to 
furnish it alawful purchaser for its property 
at that time. 

This bill is passed without even the usual 
pretext of cheap gas. It was pretended at 
first that the Laclede would raise the price, 
but when it offered to fix it by contract for 
the twenty years, and even to give bond to 
perform the agreement, these faithiess guar- 
diana of the most valuable of all the city’s 
rights swallowed the pill naked and did 
their appointed work. Of all gas swindies 
this is the biggest and the least excusabie— 
for those who vote for the Dill 
cannot plead ignorance of its nature 
or consequences now and hereafter. 
There is no evidence against these Council- 
men. There never isin such cases, Men 
are too smart for that, but certain cases 
create deep suspicions, and the public has 
the right to its moral convictions. Some 
things are too self-evident to require proof. 
There was no direct evidence of corruption 
by the members of the old County Court or 
the old City Council ,but the verdict of the 
people when they came to see and under- 
stand their doings was more complete and 
damning than the verdict ef twenty juries, 
and they were buried beneath an avalanche 
of public shame and disgrace, and are ‘still 
regarded with scorn and contempt. 


THE CHANCES OY FIRES. 

The insurance interests of St. Louis were 
„badly hurt by the fire in the Nelson Manu- 
facturing Company’s establishment Suuday 
morning. The loss, coming on the heavy 
losses of January, is very demoralizing, and 
itis small wonder that some of the lusur- 
ance companies talk of abandoning so un- 
Profitable a field. But would it be good 
judgment in them to do so? 

St. Louis bas recently had an unusually 
large number of disastrous fires, but what 
does that prove? It does not prove that the 
owners of valuable property in St. Louis are 
““tire-bugs.” There has not been a fire in 
w hich the relative loss to the insured was 
not greater than to theinsurers, It does not 
prove that the baildings of St. Louis are 
more 3 cou bustible than those 
of Chicago or Ci/feinnati; we know that is 
not the case. It does not argue any ineffi- 
ciency in the Fire Department: all the fire 
engines available could not have changed 
the result of any fire from the Hoyle Build- 
ing to the Nelson Building. 


There is nothing to be sald about the re- 


cent fires, except that they are a series of 
unavoldable misfortunes. They §illastrate 
the worst side of the uncertainty of insur- 
ance of which a more striking example was 
given by the Chicago fire of 1871. But it 
would be as foolish to argue that the future 
history of fire insurance in St. Louis will be 
exposed to a repetition of this experience as 
it would have been to argue from one “big 
fire’ in Chicago that another big fire was 
likely to happen. We do not say that tnere 
is any certainty either way, for there can be 
nocertainty about it, but if the doctrine of 
chances means anything, it means that the 
chances of fires in a big city are not at all 
affected by our recent casualties.

UNPLEASANT CHINESE. 

The misfortunes of our best friends are 
never whoily displeasing to us, and evel it 
the British Columbians were better friends 
of ours than they are we might be pardoned 
for deriving a certain cruel consolation from 
their troubles with the Chinese. 

It is the story of the Chinese qnestion in 


to white workmen. They work for little and 
live on less. They are corrupt in morals; 
have no families; contribute nothing to the 
welfare of the country where they live, and, 
living or dead, return to China. 

We have heard so much of this that there 
is nothing new in the story for us. But it is 
interesting to see what a British colony will 
thake of it. The English have been the pro- 
fessional philanthropists of the world, and 
have always insisted upon forcing their ideas 
of philanthropy upon the rest of the world. 
They have been especially loud against all 
discriminations on account of race or color. 
Now we shall see what they will do when 
their self-interest comes in conflict with their 
philanthropy. It will be a hard struggle, but 
we are very much mistaken if self-interest 


does not come out on top.

EXI CAHOKIA, 


There was not much left of Cahokia when 
the unsentimental township law of Lilinois 
obliterated it, but it is impossible not to feel 
a touch of regret over its disappearance. 
lt was long our nearest neighbor and was 
old when St. Louis was begun. It had its 
place in its day, and its history. It was a trad- 
ing post for twenty-five years before the firm 
of LACLEDE, MAXENT & Co., pusbing further 
west and north, established their trading post 
on the west bank of the river. When young 
CHOUTEAU and his companions cordeiled 
their slow boat up from Kaskaskia to the 
site Laclede had biazed the preceding No- 
vember, LACLEDE himself came up by 
wagon, stopping over night at Cahokia. It 
was long a frontier town, the starting point 
of great expeditions, the scene of drunken 
revels when they returned, and when trap- 
pers, Indians and half-breeds met to spend 
in a day the proceeds of months of labor. In’ 
its streets PoNTIAC, one of the great men in 
Indian history, was lured into drunkenness 
and treacherously stabbed, a victim of the 
revenge of his English enemies. Kind old 
St. ANGE DE BELLERIVE, a familiar visitor 
to the foreign settlement, came over to give 
decent burial to his former friend. It had 
its share of frontier history, until the larger 
city across the river arained its life out and 
it waned and shriveled away into slow de- 
cay, until out of the hundreds of thousands 
of our citizens few have ever seen Cahokia 
or know that its seedy ruins lie grass-gruwn 
and neglected in sight of the center arch of 
the bridge. Now death Las come to it, not 
unkindly, and the Cah kla of our early his- 
tory is nut even a name; it is only a mem- 
ory. 


TAKE OFF THE TAXES. 

Our article of a few days ago on the results 
of tune high license law shows that the city 
goverument is about to enjoy an increase ef 
revenue. Tnat is not the only source from 
which the increase will come. The farming 
lands west of Grand afenue, which, undera 
trick in the Scheme and Charter, were taxed 
upon their agricultural capacity, can hardly 
be assessed by the acre with new streets 
vpened through them and rows of stone 
fronts going up everywhere, and from this 
lucreased assessment will come much in- 
crease of revenue, What are we going to do 
with it? g 

Spend it,” says City Hall; “spend every 
dollar of it. Give us more waterworks en- 
ines of the present no-account pattern. 
Give us more policemen, more firemen, more 
street appropriations, more clerks, more ey- 
erything. Give us the money and let us 
spend it.“ 4 

How would it do by way of a change to 
lighten taxation? St. Louis is taxed to 
death. Property is assessed up to its full 
vaiue, and one-third of the rent of improved 
real estate goes to pay taxes. Bonds and 
loans are taxed twice, the only ex- 
emption being in favor of perjury. No 
man can come into the city to follow 
an honest calling without being taxed. 
He cannot drive a wagon, nor push a 
hand cart, nor paint a siga, nor start in any 
independent career without being taxed and 
licensed. He must hire himself out to a mas- 
ter as a wage laborer if he wishes to escape 
the municipai drag net of taxation. We have 
ali the policemen we should need if every 
policeman were active and vigilant: we have 
all the water supply we need if water wast- 
age Were stopped; we have nearly all the 
fire engines; we very much question whether 
the streets would be better cleaned if the 
appropriation was larger. We have clerks 
enough and deputy clerks enough, heaven 
knows, and enough bdrnacies on the sala ry 
list; no need of increasing them. But in- 
stead of increasing the expenses we could 
remit some of the taxes which now weigh 
upon the poorest classes, whiell obstruct la- 
bor and promote pauperism. There is no 
doubt that St. Louis would reap a double 
benefit from the increased revenue, which 
otherwise will be merely so much money 
lost.

THE PEOPLE’S FORUM. 


Where the Readers of the Post-Dispatch 
Find a Hearing. 

Sr. Louis, Febuary 6, 1834. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
In reading the laterview with Dr. Lachmund u 
the subject of trichinae, published in yesterday's 
paper, I came to the conclusion that either your 
fleures were wrong or that the Doctor had been 
singularly fortunate in finding trichinatous meat; 
andi think that every microscopist, woo has 
given the subject any attention whatever, will 
agree with me. The percentage as attuined by his 
investigations is more than five times greater 
than that of any other observer with whose 
labors I am acquaimted. Ihave, as you are 
aware, given the subject considerable attention, 
and during the two years past have examined 
several hundred pieces of pork obtatued from 
shops and stalls all over the city. The average per 
centage of infectea meat I founato be about eight 
(8), ruaniig as high as thirteen (13) one month, 
but falling aslow as four (4) during the ensuing 
thirty days.
